LAKE WINNIPEG. 


Points of Interest Alonz the Shores— Its 
Natural Kesvurces. 

F. C. Wade, writing in the St. Paul 
Pioncer- Press, refers to Lake Wiunipeg as 
follows: To the ordinary tourist a voyage 
up Lake Winnipeg means a week's recre- 
ation on one of the noblest sheets of water 
west of Lake Superior.
